The Centre was established with 
the help of Dr. Marcel Golds- 
chmid, Director of the Centre 
for Learning and Development, 
viho was also the man behind last 
year's highly successful Confe- 
rence on Instructional Innova- 
tions in Higher Education. 

CLAD has also been responsible 
thb year for the organizations 



of the popular EÏicàunter Groups 
vriiich were part of FYeshman 
Reception. 

Student President Hutton Ar- 
cher has been enthusiastic about 
the idea of the Centre. Condi- 
tional upon.Student Council ap- 
proval at Wednesday's meeting, 
he lias offered to allow SIC the 
use of the former Union switch- 
board area. 

On of the other offices in the 
Union has also been placed at 
SIC's disposal. 

Volunteers for the Centre were, 
obtained during the pre-registra- 
tion period by having interested 
people fill out questionnaires. 



These students were then con- 
tacted by Ed Figlarz, Director 
of SIC, and intensively intervied- 
ed in order to determine their- 
potential as staff members, 

Each student was confronted, 
with a set of three situations 
that he might have to face at SIC 
and asked how he would deal 
with them. Upon the basis of these 
interviews, some of the volunteers 
were then piclced to man the Cen- 
tre. '

Evening students fight fee hike

Wayne Gray, President of the 
Shr George Williams Evenbig 
Students' Association, clahned 
.yesterday that evening students 
are the victbns of heavy-handed 
discrimhiation. 

Gray is organizing an intensive 
campaign against a 10 percent 
hilce in evening student fees v^ich 
was announced by the unhrersity 
In August. 

vwe're gohig to fight this^ 
thbig as far as we can," he said. 



"This faicrease isn't fair, it just 
doesn't make sense." 

Evenhig student fees have been 
raised from $90 to $99, and lab 
fees from |40 to $44. There was 
no bicrease, however, in the fees 
for day students. 

In June, Gray clahns, a univer- 
sity task force recommended a 6 
percent fee hicrease for both eve- 
nhig and day students. 

"But then the Minister of Edu- 
cation decided, I've been told, 
that 10,000 evening students had

to bail the university out of its 
financial difficulties all by them- 
selves." Gray said. 

Gray at fhst hoped to organize 
a strike of all evening students to 
pressure for a refund of fees. 
"But evening students don't seem 
to go for strikes," he said "They'- 
re more conservative than day 
students and they have different 
priorities, like families and 
jobs." 

Instead, the HAS is preparing 
a resume of the situation to take 
to local Members of Parliament, 
the provhicial Prices and Wages 
Commission and the Department 
of Consumer and Corporate Af- 
fairs. 

'1 thhik the most we can hope 
for are medium and long-range 
benefits," he added. "But there's 
still some hope for refunds this 
year If the federal government ; 
will intervene." 

The ESA is also preparing a 
report to take to the unhrerjity 
administration complabihig about 
the restricted course variety 
and the high student-teacher ra- 
tios which evening students are 
forced to endure. . * ■ 



tee, allowed for a reasonably bal- 
anced programme of social and 
educational events. 

Faced, however, with poor turn- 
outs at most of the events, orga- 
ganizers now feel that the pro- 
gramme was perhaps too well- 
balanced. 

Mr. Fabres stated, "We tried 
to please everyone and that's just 
impossible". 

Mr. Fabres also blamed the 
Student Council office for much 
of the disorganization, describing 
it as a "nightmare of bureaucra- 
cy". 

Nigel Gibson, treasurer of the 
. FYeshman Reception Committee, 
stated that an "efficient and busi- 
ness-like approach to the whole 
question was lacking. 

"In a year vrtien Uie Students' 
Society Li struggUng for its very 
existence, one just cannot afford 
the inefficiency, and wasteful ex- 
travagance that characterise^ the 
programme," added Gibson. 
. The treasurer termed the $1,- 
700 paid the Black Panther speak- 
er an "exercise in extrava- 
gance". 

"There is absolutely no reason 
vrtiy with careful planning and tight 
spending the^FYÔhman Réception 
Programme should not pay for it- 
self," concluded Gibson. 

At this stage, it is only a mat- 
ter of how great the final loss 
will be. If the FYeshman Dance 
this coming Saturday is unpopular, 
the deficit could run mto the $5,- 
000 bracket. 

Whatever the amount of the fhial 
loss, one thbig seems sure: this . 
will be the last year for FYesh- 
man Reception.

Panthers 
at balltoom

In a tense atmosphere of heavy 
securityMPanthefv/} Minister of 
EVlucàtion^Muai^IIewitt' brought 
the Black revolution to McGill - 
University. 

Speaking to a crowd of about 
400 students hi the Union Ball- 
room,- Friday night, Hewitt des- 
cribed the inceptktn and history 
of the Black Panther Party hi 
America; . 

He attacked the smug racist 
attitudes of many Canadians by 
comparing the pli^t of the Indians 
Eskimos and FYench-Canadians 
to that of the black man hi the 
UnitedStates. ' 

"Wherever there are poor and»" 
oppressed people, be they red,, 
brown, yellow, black or white, 
there will be Panthers," stated 
Hewitt. 

The black lealler refused to 
call for the overthrow of the 
Canadian Government, stathig, 
"I don't even icnow if there is a 
Canadian government." 

He did, however, compare the 
Canadian police to their American 
counterparts and invited students 
"to start something, and then see 
how the pigs react." 

The head of the Montreal anti- 
terrorist squad visited the Union 
ui the afternoon to warn of dire 
threats by Maoists an^ other 
"trouble-niiakers." ' 

The meetmg was quite une- 
ventful however, and the same 
officer, seen yawning at the b^ck 
of the hall during the first part 
of the speech, left early.
